The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed air 
conditioner having a heat source refrigerant circuit with its own expansion valve, 
utilization refrigeration circuits having a plurality of heat exchangers and expansion 
valves, a pressurizing circuit causing high-pressure gas refrigerant from the compressor 
to merge with refrigerant coming from the heat source refrigerant circuit expansion 
valve, and a cooler for cooling the refrigerant coming from the heat source refrigerant 
circuit expansion valve.
